Minimum wage 


increases

. BURLEY - An increase in 
minimum wage will take effect _ 
Tuesday, hildng entry-level pay 
by 50 cents. 

While new workers will be 
paid more, the gap between 
experienced personnel and new 
hires will lessen, an issue that 
worries some employers. 

. Congress raised the minimum 
hourly wage by 90 cents, from 
$425 to $5.15. Tuesday, employ- 
ers must increase minimum 
wage-paying jobs to $4.75 and 
by September 1997 should 
increase starting hourly wages 
to $5.15. 

At Burgers Etc. in Burley, 
restaurant owner Tom Burton 
said this is the third minimum 
wage increase he has experi- 
enced in 13 years. It simply 
takes a few months to adjust, he 
said. 

Food prices increase slightly ' 
to offset the pay increase and 
taxes that accompany it, Burton 
said. The number of employees 
won’t be cut to pay for the 
inaease, he said. The pay raise 
makes it more difficult to 
reward faithful employees, 
because it creates less of a mar- 
gin between the experienced 
worker and the rookie, he said. 

At Wal-Mart, most employees 


Tuesday 

already make at least 25 cents 
an hour more than the minimum 
wage, said Betsy Reithemeycr, a 
company spokeswoman in 
Bcntonvilic, Ark, The majority 
of the company's employees 
make at least $4.75, and most 
should reach the $5.15 mark by 
next year, she said. 

“We don’t expect to see any 
type of effect passed along to 
customers," Rcithcmeyer said. 

Magic Valley McDonald’s 
restaurants expect not to fill 
some posidons left open by stu- 
dents returning to school, said 
Bill Kyle, owner of Valley Food 
Service Inc. in Twin Falls. The 
company operates five Magic 
Valley McDonald’s' restaurants. 

“It’s one of those things that’s 
the cost of doing business," Kyle 
said. 

Kyle said food prices will be 
increased slightly to help pay 
for the wage increase. Local 
McDonald’s crew members cam 
an average of S5 to $5.38 an 
hour, depending on the market, 
area, Kyle said. He is estimat- 
ing it will cost him an extra 
$75,000 annually to pay for the 
increase. 

“It’s an unfortunate situation. 
If the government would stay 
out of it and let the economics of 
the various counties dictate the 
necessary wage, I think that 
everyone will come out ahead in 
4he long run," he sai±

in Minidoka County schoolis

RUPERT - Educating students 
about the American flag has 
been a policy in Minidoka 
County schools for more than 30 
years, and sdiool officials say i^s 
time to extend the policy into 
other districts.

Organizers finalizing 
Olympic market deal 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Olympic organizers are 
finalizing a marketing deal 
they expect to submit to 
the International Olympics 
Committee next month. 

Salt Lake Organizing 
Committee president Tom 
Welch said the deal will pro- 
vide the money needed to 
host the 2002 Winter 
Games. 

“We’re going to have enough 
money. Just enough money,” 
he said. “These Games will not 
be fat Games." 

The marketing deal w*ith the 
U.S. Olympic Committee 
(USOC) — along with television 
contracts — should account for 
nearly three-quarters of the 
Games’ budget expected to 
rcai^ 51 billion, according to a 
copyright Deseret News story 
published Sunday. 

The terms of the marketing 
dcml limit the amount that Salt 
Lake City cati'make to just $10 
million above the $244 million 
budgeted from the sale of cor- 
porate sponsorships. 

Such sponsorships are one of 
the biggest sources of income 
for the organizing committee, 
and only the revenues from 
selling the broadcast rights are 
expected to generate more 
money, according to nevy bud- 
get projections. 

The federal government is 
expected to contribute the only 
tax dollars in the budget, fund- 
ing security needs, which 
means everything else must

Once the deal is approved 
by the IOC, a joint marketing 
office will be established a 
few flights up from the orga- 
nizing committee’s downtown 
Salt Lake headquarters to 
start signing up corporate 
sponsors. 

Both sides have already 
pitched at least one major 
potential sponsor together, 
and a variety of companies 
such as longtime Olympic sup- 
porter York International arc 
expected to come to the table 
quickly. 

The marketing dcml with the 
USOC gives Salt Lake City 70 
percent of all the money 
earned from selling local and 
national Olympic sponsor- 
ships through 2004 — until 
thac'amount reaches $244 mil- 
lion. 

Then, Salt Lake City’s share 
shifts to 30 percent, until orga- 
nizers collect another $10 mil- 
lion. After that, the USOC 
keeps the cash. 

Also, there arc some initial 
expenses that must be paid 
before Salt Lake City starts col- 
lecting. 

“The magic number is $244 
million — rash," Welch said. 

“It’s a good deal,” said John 
Krimsky, USOC deputy secre- 
tary gcneraL who believes Salt 
Lake City should have the 
money by 1999. 

Only cash from corporate 
sponsors is being included in 
the budget, although organiz- 
ers hope to get $200 million to 
$300 million worth of so- 
called, “value in kind” contri- 
butions. 


Cheese, factories, local hay 
keep Idaho milk prices down 


IDAHO FALLS (AP) - Milk 
prices may be topping $3 a gallon 
m California, but in Idaho they 
ore holding steady, in the $2.50 
range for a number of reasons. 

High feed costs, drought in the 
Midwest and a hot summer that 
cut production in California cows 
are all being blamed for prices 
elsewhere. 

But due to its large number of 
cheese factories, Idaho has a fair- 


ly self-suffident production sys- 
ally, 


tern providing milk regional!; 
says Don Pappenberg, executive 
director of the Unit<^ Dairymen 
of Idaho. 

Milk production in the Gem 
State was up 13 percent in 
August over August 1995. 
Nationally, production was down 
1 percent over last year, accord- 
ing to a report last week by the 
Natibnal Agricultural Statistics 
Service. 

“We’re predominantly a manu- 
facturing state, which accounts 


for the increase In production," 
Pappenberg said. From Rexburg 
oil the way west to Nampa, Idaho 
has several large cheese plants, 
and the demand for their prod- 
ucts has been good, he said. 

Most milk prices ore xt by the 
supermarket chains, with a por- 
tion of the price going back to 
dairymen. On Thursday, 
Pappenberg said Idaho dairy 
farmers were getting $1.40 a gal- 
lon. 20 cents more than a year ago. 

Diversification is another rea- 
son why Idaho dairy farmers 
have managed to hold down 
costs. 

“Wo do grow a lot of our own 
feed, and Aat really can make a 
difference, ” Pappenberg said. 
He remembers 1990, when dairy 
farmers from all over the United 
States were buying Idaho hay. 

When feed costs are high, farm- 
ers cut back, and as a conse- 
quence their cows produce less 
milk.

- SANDPOINT (AP) — A fear 
that Lake Pend Oreille’s trophy 
oout are disappearing is prompt- , 
ing anglers in Sandpoint to can- 
cel their fall fishing derby. 

The derby draws about 600 
fishermen. 

The Lake Pend Oreille Idaho 
Club and its 820 members spon- 
sor the derby. But the dub voted 
last week to cancel the annual 
event to help revive the lake’s 
prized 20- to 40-pound Kamloop 
trout. 

“Something is amiss with the 
trophy trout population in the 
lake. We aren’t seeing the big 
fish and this year the fitting was 
terrible," club president Jim 
Hahn said. 


“We are not telling people not 
to fish. We just want to relieve 
some of the pressure and not 
have a bunch of fishermen put 
there at once.” 

Ihe idea is to leave the big fish 
in the lake so they can spawn 
next spring and bolster the fish 
population. 

Cancelling the event was 
not 'an easy decision. It is a 
major fund-raiser for the 
club, bringing in thousands of 
dollars. 

The money raised is spent, 
on projects to improve the 
lake fishing by restoring 
spawning bods and rearing 
and releasing about 80,000 
trout annually.

The problem with these proposals is 
not ihey mandate something un- 
dcsuable^ But money is not an infinite 
resource. Companies and insurers 
can't provide everyone mth every- 
thing ibev might %tant. Limits have to 
be iropos*^ on the amotmt and dura- 
tion of care. Decisions have to be 


- often painful decisions - about 
which cm'crage is worth the cost and 
which is not. 

Who decides what those limits 
should be? Either the market or the 
gowymment. In a capitalist economy, 
in which workers are free to change 
jobs to improve their fortunes, em- 
ployers and their health ixtsurers have 
to try to provide the best package of 
health benefits for the money. 

If workers value generous maternity ■ 
benefits or menial-health treatment, 
given the necessary premiu ms, th ey 
will tend to prefer companies duii of- 
fer such coverage. If many companies 
don't offer such benefits, it’s probably 
because their employees have other 
ne^ that take priority. 

^Vhat Congress and the president 
have decided is that the desires of 
workers and employers don’t matter. 
These benefits will be mandatory. Our 
leaders don’t publicize the fact that 
other benefits will undoubtedly be 
trimmed to compensate. Some firms 
will surely drop mental-health cover- 
age entirely, as they are allowed to do. 
Or else the cost of health insurance 
will rise - putting it out of reach of 
more people who would be happy to 
get just basic coverage. 

It’s always tempting for eleaed offi- 
cials to overrule private markets to 
dole out goodies to various constituen- 
cies. In this case, the interii’ention is 
likely to do more harm than good.

MOSCOW (AP) — Former 
Soviet leader MDchail Gorbachev 
urged Russian President Boris 
Yeltsin to resign for health rea- 
sons so that new dcctioDS could 
bebddsoon. 

“Such a decision would be 
good both for himself and 
Russia," Gorbachev told the 
Interfax news agency Sunday. 
“The sooner be takes such a dc& 
sion, the better." 

Yeltsin has been hospitalized 
onrt» SepL 13 and faces multiple 
bypass surgery' in November or 
December. He has promised to 
transfer full powers, including 
control over Russia's nuclear 
arsenal to Prime Minisicr \Tkior 
Cbcmomyrdin. but only tem- 
porarily. 

Many rival politicians have 
said be sbcnild resign. Even his 
own national security chief, 
Alexander Lebed, questioned 
Yeltsin’s ability to run Russia 
during his illness and called on 
him to step down until he is 
healthy. 

"As a human bring. I want to 
support Boris Nikolayevich and 
wish him re c ov ery." Gorbachev 
said. Ho w ever, “ihie president’s 
health is a political matter." 
be said. 

He said that even if Yeltsin's 
surgery goes wdl and the recov- 
ery is normal "his health will not 
allow him to fulffll his presiden- 
tial duties in full" 

Gorbachev said Yeltsin's cur- 
rent limited work schedule was 
unacceptable. “To work just

business as low-level operatives in

es fall their goal is to minimize risk. 
But reducing risk also reduces prof- 
its, pi e v e n ting them from building 
the sort of financial empire that 
Pablo Escobar controlled from 
, Medrilin or the Rodriguez Orejuela 
brothers ran here. 

j “We have dismantled their eco- 
I. nomic structure,” Gen. Luis 
I Enrique Montenegro, deputy chief 
I of the National Police, said in an 


interview in Bogota. “Without liq- 
uidity, they can do notlui^” 

Nevertheless drug rings man- 
age to get their products to the 
United States. Colombia long 
the major supplier of cocaine to 
the United States — has even 
increased its share of the U.S. 
heroin market, becoming the most 
important source of the heroin 
sold in New York, according to a 
recent U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration report. 

Still, police here say they 
believe that they are fordng drug 
traffickers to “subcontraa” more 
and more of their operations, cut- 
ting into their profits to an extent 
that will cvcntnally drive them 
out of Colombia. 

“Wc arc going to pulverize 
them cc because the more pulver- 
ized they arc, the less powerful 
they arc," Nunez said. 

.The cartels introduced coca 
bushes, from whose leaves cocaine 
is pr^uced, into Colombia from 
Peru and Bolivia. Having produc- 
tion in Ckilombia ollmved the cor- 
ids to better control their supply 
sources. Some cartels even owned 
coca fields, according to police. 

They ran the laboratories that 
turned the leaves into paste and 
then cocaine crystals. Then they 
bou^t planes and boats to send the 
pure cocaincto the United States. 

And they reaped all the profits, so 
much money that planes and beats 
became disposable — wTCcked ivith- 
out hcatation in die effort to deliver 
their precious cargo.

Young minister 
connects with 
troubled teens 


SPOKAOT (AP) — God talks to 
Mark Terrell. Terrell talks to the 
homeless teen-agers who prowl 
Spokane’s streets at night, 

Terrell, 2S, is a street preachetr. He 
Mttlks downtouii'and tells teens he 
-meets about Jesus. His work is much 
like that of the original apostles, tirfio 
wandered the tvorid in pairs, spread- 
ing the message of Quisdanity. 

During one night this month, 
Terrell .spent 4S minutes discussing 
Saipturc with nvo teens on BMX 
bikes ih front of the downtown bus 
Plaza. 

A thin boy, about 16 years old 
with orange hair, listened while his 
older pal chattered about the 
death of Jesus. 

“rm like really fascinated with 
that, you know, like the idea of cru- 
cifixion," the teen says. “Do you 
think that’s weird?” 

No, Terrell sajs. “Maybe Jesus is 
trying to talk to you." 

They talk about the resurrection 
' and Jesus' claim to be the son of 
God. Terrell suggests a few Bible

As the boys speed off to get free 
food when a nearby pioa shop dos- 
es, the older teen says, "You know, 
I like talking to you, because you 
always make me feel better. You 
listen to what I have to say.” 
Terrell came to Spokane from 
Longview to attend Whitworth 
College. He chose the private 
Presbyterian school not for reli- 
gious studies, but because he won a 
soccer scholarship. 

Soccer was his reason for life. 
Kathy Terrell’s only child came home 
from Gist grade 20 jears ago and told 
his parents tosignhim up for soccer. 

“He had never even played 
before,” his mom says. “But he 
knew that was his calling. And it 
was his ocket to college.” 

But like a story out of the Old 
Testament, Terrell says God asked 
him to ^ve up Ills life’s love. 

. Terrell became a bom-again 
Christian his freshman year at 
Whitworth after two friends died in a 
car accident.' He was tom over 
Whether he could continue playing 
soccer and soil be devoted to religioa 
“I told God, ‘If you want me to 
quit, hurt me so I can’t play,”’ 


Terrell says. 

He went the entire season without 
injuiy or inddcntlhcn, during a prac- 
tice, another player stole the from 

him. Enraged, Terrell instinctively lev- 
eled a low blow at his teammate 

"I apolo^zcd, took off my shoes, 
walked over to the coach and said, 
’I am quitting,”’ Terrell recalls. 
Soccer, he dedded, was interfering 
with his relationship with Christ 

He joined a student service 
group that takes meals to the res- 
dents of the low-income hotels 
downtown. He then spent a sum- 
mer working at a group home for 
conviacd teenagers. 

It was among the outcast and 
downtrodden that Terrell felt a 
religious calling. He completed his 
psychology degree last year and 
landed a great job — chaplain at a 
San Frandsco _goup home. It pro- 
vided a paycheefcyand benefit^ as 
well as an oworrunity to live his 
religious convmdom. 

But after six months, he quit. 
God called him back to Spokane, 
he says. 

He lived on savings and wan- 
dered Spokane’s streets, meeting 
kids and trying to help them. And 
he prayed. 

^n, doors began to open. 

The Rev. Rich Lang, the founder 


of Lay Ministries Northwest, an 
organization that helps new min- 
istries get started, took Terrell 
under his wing. He introduced 
Terrell to dozens of pastors, wel- 
comed him into a group of other 
ministers and advis^ him on start- 
’ ing a nonprofit charity. 

Donations began trickling in. 

The pastor at Central United 
Methodist church heard about 
Tcrrcli and offered him free space 
for an office and clothing baidc to 
collect clothes for the homdess. 

A volunteer coordinator at 
Whinvorth then called and asked if he 
needed help. Terrell soon had a hand- 
ful of volunteers to canvass with him. 

Now, he brings in enough in 
donations to pay himself about 
51,000 a month in salary and to 
cover ministry expenses. 

“It’s all God. He wanted me to 
do this so He made it possible," 
Terrell says. 

Each night, with a volunteer, 
Terrell begins his patrols wiA a 
prayer. 

Often they bring people back to 
. their. office to &vc them donated 
clothe and blai^ets. 

“Pillows, cooL I haven't slept on 
a pillow in more than a year,” says 
a 17-ycor-old boy, who came with a 
friend to rummage through 


Terrell’s cliKhing bonk. 

“Even when I sleep at someone’s 
house, they don't give me a pillow." 

The boy has lived on the streeu 
for more than a year. He says his 
parents want to lode him in a men- 
tal insdtudon because he docs not 
foUow their rdigious beliefs. 

After the first cool September 
nights set in, he and a fellow run- 
away, a girl, came looking for 
warmer clothes and blankets. 

TcncU and his volunteer of the 
night, Jill Haley, watch with smiles 
as the teen-agers tear through the 
racks of clothes. 

The Iddslingcr in the office talk- 
ing. Ihc boy admits he shaved his 
dr^dlocks after they got infested 
with lice. 

Both kids were sleeping in a 
Peaceful Valley park one night 
when the sprinklers came on, sow- 
ing their bdongings. Now they live 
in the attic of an abandoned house. 

After an hour, they reluctantly 
return to the night, thanking 
TeircU and Hawley for the clothes. 

"Thank Jesus," Terrell tells 
them. “He's the one who brings us 
all this stufi.” 


Blood traces found 


on victim’s clothing 


BOISE (AP) New tests have 
turned up traces of blood on the vic- 
tim’s clothes in the Donald Paradis 
murder case, raising questions 
about a key clement of his defensa 

The finding is unlikely to affect 
the appeal of his conviction in the 
1980 slaymg, however. 

In April, Gov. Phil Batt commut- 
ed Paradis' death sentence to life 
in prison after finding “some ele- 
ment of doubt” in the case. 

Paradis maintains his innocence 
and is working to get out of prison. 
Ihe absence of blood on the cloth- 
ing of victim Kimberly Ann Palmer 

— despite a cut on her vagina — 
was a key point for the defense. 

Parat^ lawytR argued it indicat- 

- ed Palmer was killed more her body 
was dumped in a creek near Post 
Falls. They said she was lolled in 
Spolonc and the bo^ driven across 
tlw state line, mcar^ Idaho would 
have no jurisdiction in the case. 

But a chemical recently sprayeti 
inside Palmer’s jeans revealed blood, 
said Idaho Solicitor General Lynn 
Thomas, the pTDSCcuior in the case. 

How much blood the test 
revealed was uncenain. There was 
not enough to see with the naked 
eye, Thomas said. Whether the 
blood tvas Palmer's also is unknown. 

"I don’t know whether it’s possi'- 
ble to tdl that," Thomas said. “Pm 


reasonably sure that no testing for 
it has been done.” 

Defense documents filed in the 
case, which now is before the 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, 
prompted the new test, Thomas 
said, liic results meaht'littic to 
Paradis’ attorneys. 

“Our point is that had the victim 
been killed in Idaho, she would 
have bled profusely,” said Edwin 
Matthews. “You would not have a 
mere drop, but many glasses, per- 
haps, of blood on those jeans.” 

The pTDscntion said the lack of 
blood never proved Painter wos 
killed in Washington, and the new 
test docs not change that. . 

Palmer and her boyfriend, Scott 
Currier, a member of the Gypsy 
Jokers motorcycle gang, were lost 
seen chocking out of a Spokane 
motel about 1 aan. June 21, 1980. 

About 4:30 a.m. the next day, 
fire broke out at a nearby home 
rented by Paradis. The same morn- 
ing, the bodies of Curricr.and 
PoJmcr were found. 

Police concluded Currier had 
beat beaten to death in Spokane, ' 
but that Palmer had been stran- 
gled — possibly while trying to Gee 
her captors at the Idaho location. 
Paradis said he went along to dis- 
pose of Palmer’s body but did not 
kill her. 


Former basketball player faces 
another AIDS-exposure charge 


BOISE (AP) — For the second 
time in six yca^ former collie bas- 
ketball player Kerry “Stephen" 
Thomas faccs.a charge of knowin^y 
exposthg someone to the AIDS virus. 

' Thomas, 32, of Boise, was being 
held Saturday night in the Ada 
County JaiL BondwassctatS500,(XX). 

He tvas arrested on the charge of 
“Transfer of HIVBody Fluid.” 
Although Thomas, arrested 
Friday at home, faces only one 
charge, Boise police arc asking other 
potential victims u step forward. 

The arrest stems fitm an inddene 
that occurred since Thomas was 
released Grom prison in June 1992. He 
is on parole after serving 17 months 
on a statutory rape conviction. 
Thomas was charged in April 


1990 with exposing Gve Ada County 
women to HIV, the virus that causes 
AIDS. Law-enforcement officials 
said he had unprotected sex with 
the women in 1989 and early 1990. 

Hc-allegedly exposed them to 
HIV without their Imowledge. 

But prosecutors dropped the 
AIDS-exposurc charges after 
Thomas agreed in September 19M 
to plead guilty to one count of 
statutory rape. He admitted to hav- 
ing sex tvith a 16-year-old girl. In 
November 1990, 4th Distria Judge 
George Carey sentenced Thomas 
to between three and 15, years In 
prison. At that sentencing, Corey 
said the underlying AIDSciposurc 
issue was a “significant ag^vat- 
ing drcumstance.”

Appreciate the 
healing power 
oF prayer 

There is a mass movement afoot in the 
world today, spiritual in nature and radical in 
its implications, observes Marianne 
Williamson, a popular lecturer and author of 
‘’Illuminata: Thoughts, Prayers, Riles of 
Passage." 

After decades of declining influence, there 
is once agam a widespread consideration of 
spirituol'prindplcs as on onddotc to the pain 
of our dmes, Williamson points out in this 
book. “There is a feeling in the air now, a 
scns<^ however faint, of renewed magic.” 
“Like flowers grovring up through pieces of 
broken cement, signs of bopc and faith 
appear cverywhera ... It is the rising up of our 
true divine nature, a reassertian of God in the 
consdousness of modem man.” 

Of the spiritual renaissance sweeping the 
world, Williamson observes: 

“Millions of pmplc ore now reaching out 
for their lost, buried souls. ...We have reached 
a critical mass of spiritual yearning, despite 
woridly appearances. There is a moss curios- 
ty and openness to spiritual ideas, unprecc- 
^dqited in modem Western culture. All God 
needs is a crack in the door and the door is 
aadeed. Illumination follows.”

In “Uluminaia,” Williamson speaks to our 
center — that li^t deep within each of us, a 
light that is often ignored, or even unrecog- 
nized — which is where our spirituality 
resides and expands. Such spirituality, she 
says, “is an inner fire, a mystical sustenance 
that fe^ our souls." 

Love is the channel through which people 
deepen their spirituality, and thereby, their 
way to illumination, which is “a deepening 
sense of the sacred,” asserts Williamson. But, 
she says, in the world we have mentally exiled 
love by relegating it “to narroiv regions of 
sodal dialogue.” 

And she notes: “The human spcdcs has all 
but lost its heart; wd gave it up for the illusion- 
ary fruits of the material world. But a life 
'without heart is a life vnthout life force. The 
psy^e, as well as the body, needs both heart 
and brain in order to survive. Like Chinese 
Viomen who bound their feet and then could 
ho longer walk freely, we have bound our 
hearts, and thus stunted our growth os moral 
beings." 

To release our hearts, to increase our love, 
and to light our spirituality, Williamson rec- 
ommends prayers, which are our “ladders to 
God.” 

“Prayer reweaves the rent fabric of the uni- 
verse," she reflects. “It releases us, in time, 
from the snares of lower energies. Total 
dependence on God mokes us independent of 
the d^kness of the world. No problem is too 
big or small, no question too important or 
unimportant to place in his hands. We don’t 
ask God for too much; in fact, we ask Him for 
far too little. ... The mistake many people 
make is that although they believe in him, 
they do not intimately include him in their 
lives.” 

But, Williamson cautions, the prayerful .life 
and “prayerful tvays are not always easy, for 
our resistance is great. ... Prayer roots us in a 
different center of emotional gravity. It repre- 
sents a true conversion from sourcing power 
in one place to sourdng it in another. It is the 
spiritualization of our mental habits and the 
disciplining of our scattered minds. That is 
why it gives us so mudi strength." 

I^ycr can release us from the pain of life, 
she says. 

“The purpose of prayer is to bring hcavim 
and earth together. It gives inner peace in 
ways .that neither intellectual understanding, 
credentials, money, sex, drugs, houses, 
dothcs,‘aor any other ^fts of the world can 
do. Wc can learn to speak to God os ^vc would 
speak to a combination therapist, lover, 
teacher, best friend, one we mist more than 
anything, one who loves us no matter what, 
one wi^ all the power to heal, one with the 
power on'd desire to help, for that’s what God 
Is. Prayer work is a constant and consistent 
conversation with liim. 

“God listens, and ho answers. His ansiver is 
always peace." 

“We spiritually reconstitute our lives by 
askiiig him. ... to ichemizes our thoughts and 
emotions, to change dramatically our orienta- 
tion," ^e continues. “The irays of prayerful- 
ness arc a modulation up from a mode of 
despair to a mode of hope. A desperate out- 
look is a choice we make. Peace is simply 
another one.” 

• Williamson urges readers to embark upon 
the creation of a peaceful lifestyle by recog- 
nizing the need, daily, to dcansc their minds 
just as they deanse their bodies. And, she rec- 
ommends principles of effective prayer 

• Invite God’s spirit into every situation, 
wliich means to ask for the higlicst level of 
thou(^t, guidance, and unfoldment to occur 
for all concerned. 

• Ask God to remove from your mind all 
thoughts that are not of him. 

• Ask God to show you the love and inno- 
cence within all people. 

• Ask that only God’s p\uposcs be served in 
every situation.

2nd heart attacks aren’t inevitable, but they’re often deadly

TWIN FALLS — You can survive a 
heart attack — more people do so nowa- 
days than.cvcr before. But what about 
next time? 

The risk of a second heart attack is 
about 3 percent per year, said Dr. 
Stanley Mogelson, a cardiologist at the 
Twin Falls Clinic and Hospital. 

' “If you took too people who have had 
a first heart attack every year, about 
three of them would have another,” he 
said. “It’s really a pretty low percentage 
for all (hose people having heart dis- 
ease. That’s pretty low risk." 

To help prevent a second heart 
attack, Mogelson said doctors focus on 
reducing that risk further by getting 
people to stop smoking, giving them 
drugs such as beta-blockers, acc 
inhibitors and aspirin, and using dietary 
measures to lower cholesterol. 

Whether or not there is high anxiety 
about the chance of a second attack 
depends on the individual, Mogelson 
said. For many people, the first heart 
attack is ^vhat inspires them to take seri- 
ously the changes in lifestyle that will 
reduce the risk of having a second. 

For V.L “Jack” Chapman, 77, of Twin 
Falls, it was a second heart attack in 
1972 that motivated him to quit his two- 
pack-a-day smoking habit. He had just 
left the no-smoking hospital environ- 
ment after his first coronary when he 
had the urge (o light up. 

■ “I couldn’t really walk from one room 
to another and had to concentrate on a 
step at a.time," he said. “I got up to the 
patio where ^vc were living and had to 
have a cigarette. I didn’t even get 
througit that one cigarette until I was 
back in the hospital." 

“Smoking cessation is probably the 
most important thing," Mogelson said. 
“As little as three cigarettes a day dou- 
bles your risk of heart.attack, so cutting 
down helps — but stopping is what’s 
' important.” 

Dr. Reed Harris, another Twin Falls 
cardiologist, said smoking makes the 
blood more sticky to the sides of the 
walls of the heart, and increases the 
plaque buildup in coronary arteries. 

Other risk factors arc diabetes, high 
blood pressure and elevated cholesterol. 
Harris said if the patient has already 
had a hcan attack or has a strong family 
history of heart disease, he’d be 
extremely wary of chest pains. 

Arnold Levine, G5, of Kimberly, had 
high blood pressure and elevated cho- 
lesterol, but had stopped smoking about 
11 years before his first heart attack in 
1990. That, and the fact that Levine 
gave up using salt, made his coronary 
less serious than it otherwise would 
have begin, liis doctor told him. 

After Levine recovered and returned 
to his high- stress Job as manager of a 
restaurant, he had a second hcan attack 
on Christmas Eve 1993. Taken to Boise, 
he had angioplasty for a hean ancry. 

Angioplasty involves inflating a bal- 
loon on the end of a catlictcr that opens 
up the blockage in an artery. 


After doaors found that Levine's kid- 
neys were failing, they also inserted a 
stent on one side. 

Levine described his flrsi heart attack 
symptoms as axtrcmcly severe pressure 
in the as if someone were stand- 
ing on it, and dull pain radiating doum 
lus left aim. 

Tests should that the right adc of his 
heart had blocked ancries, but 'that new 
ones had taken care of the blood flow. 
The left side didn’t compensate in this 
way, but was not completely blocked — 
just enough to create a problem. 

For Chapman, the first signs of trou- 
ble in 1972 were breathing hard and 
feeling faint, but not much pain. Then irt 
February, he had shortness of breath 
and dizziness, and knew he was in trou- 
ble again. 

Doctors discovered he had a 9S-96 
percent dosurc of the circumflex anery 


of his hean. He wa.s given the dioicc of 
having the plaque drilled out, having an 
angioplasty and putting in a stent, or a 
bypass. He opted for the former. 

In a bypass, Mogelson said a bridge is 
built around the blocked blood vessel. 
There are nvo ways of doing that. 

Doctors can remove a vein from the 
leg and insen it to build a bridge across 
the blocked blood vessel in the heart. Or 
they can divert an artery from some- 
where else in the chest to the blocked 
blood vessel. 

All heart attacks arc dangerous, 
Harris said, but the second one cspcdal- 
ly so because there is already damage to 
the heart muscle. 

A normal heart 'has an "ejeaion frac- 
tion” — that's the amount of blood it 
pumps out on every beat — of around 
65 percent, which means it pumps 66

But that's not to say she hasn’t changed 
her lifestyle. She now eats low-fat or non- 
fat foods os much os possible, exercises, 
controls her diabetes and blcwd pressure. 
And site tries not to get stressed. 

GaiJey said site doesn't let things botlier 
her as much as they used to. If something 
doesn’t got done, it doesn't matter. Her 
heart attack and recovery, she said, 
helped put her priorities in perspective. 

She still works in her beauty shop, and 
mmv-s three lawns in the summer for fun 
money. But she doesn’t overdo. 

"If I get tired, I rest,” she said. "If 1 feel 
like I’m starting to get a little bit of dis- 
comfort, I know to stop then. I don’t just 
keep on." 

Heart disease — long a plague of over- 
wciglu, ovcr-40 men — takes a grim toll 
among women as well. In fact, it’s notv the 
No. 1 killer, according to the American 
Heart Assodadon. 

. And it’s not always the same as for men. 

The symptoms tiiat Gailcy axpcricnced 
during her heart attack were not typical, 
she said. The crushing pain was in her 
neck, mostly on the left side. She didn’t 
break out in a sweat, but felt somctvhat 
nauseated. 

Dr. Stanley Mogelson, a Twin Falls ciw- 
diologst, said heart attack symptoms are 
often a little unusual in women. 

The pain may be more difficult to rec- 
ognize as heart disease. It migln be more 
in the arm, abdomen or back. 

“I don’t know why that ivould be differ- 
ent in women, but it sometimes is,” he 
said. “<\nd this can make the recognition 
of heart disease a little bit more difficult.” 

Fortunately for Gailey, a customer in 
her beauty parlor suspected she miglu be 
having a heart attack, and called for help 
to take her to the Twin Falls Clinic and 
Hospital. There, her heart attack was 
diagnosed and she tvns stabilized. 

Two days later, she ssus taken by ambu- 
lance to St. Alphonsus Regional Medical 
Center in Boise, where she underwent 
angioplasty for two blocked arteries. The 
ne.\t day her surgeon inserted a stent in 
one artery. 

Ttvo mondis after iliat, she had to have 
another angioplasty procedure on an 
artery, using a bigger biloon. 

TVomcn generally have smaller arteries 
than men, said Dr. Reed Harris, TTwin 
Falls cardiologist, and so arc sometimes

Roll up your sleeve 

The flu season is approaching — 
and that means it is time to con- 
sider your annual flu shot. A flu 
shot taken in early October means 
that antibodies will peak in 
December, when the influenza 
virus begins to attack in earnest. 

Immunization against the flu 
docs not guarantee protection, 
but it works in 70 percent to 80 
percent of cases. Even if you do 
comedown with the flu, you prob- 
ably will have a milder case of it 
than those vrithout immunization. 

Also, it can lessen the risk for 
serious complications, such as 
pneumonia. 

Even if you had a flu shot last 
year, you’ll stfll need one for 
1996 because strains of the flu 
virus often differ from year to 
year- 

Less talk, more action 

Love, jealousy, marriage and 
SC.V have long been the staples of 
daytime television soap operas. 
But a study of the sexual content- 
of 10 shows found that characters 
today arc less likely to just be 
talking about their sexual experi- 
ences on the show and are more 
likely to be shown in a sexual sit- 
uation. 

Many of .these sc.xual situations, 
however, “were of modest sexual 
behaviors, such as kissing and 


caressing." reported the study by 
Katharine E. Hcintz-Knowles. a 
researcher at the University of 
Washington. 

The research, commissioned by 
the Kaiser Family Foundation, 
compared how sex was treated on 
soap operas today with a similar 
study two years ago of the five 
top-rated soap operas. In 1994, the 
researchers reported, sexual 
behaviors were t>vicc as likely to 
be talked about as to be shown; 
this year, sexual content was 
three times more likely to be 
shown as discussed. 

New role for heparin 

A special form of the commonly 
used anti-clotting drug heparin 
prevents life-threatening blood . 
clots more effectively than con- 
ventional heparin -in patients 
with severe injuries, researchers 
say. 

Another study showed that the 
drug aids in the recovery of 
patients who have undergone hip- 
replacement surgery. 

The drug is enoxaparin, a low- 
molecular-weight form of heparin. 

In the study of seriously injured 
patients admitted to the trauma 
unit of the Sunnybrook Health 
Science Center at the University 
of Toronto, enoxaparin was 
matched with low doses of 
heparin.

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Bypass surgery revolutionizes 
treatment of corony artery disease

In 1967, Eugene Pottenger was 
lifting boxes of'fruils and vegeta- 
bles at his wholesale produce busi- 
ness in DcKalb, 111^ when he felt a 
strange tightening in his neck. It 
seemed like no muscle strain he 
had known. 

Pottenger, then 53, was about to 
gain an accidental place in. the 
annals of medicine. l 

Pottenger inentioned the tighten- 
ing to his doaor. Initially, the ph^- 
dan thought the problem was triv- 
ial, but a treadmill test found si^ 
that Pottcngcr’s coronoiy arteries 
were dangerously dogged — the 
possible precursor to a heart attack. 

It was his good luck to be 
referred to the Cleveland Clinic in 
Ohio, where he met an Argentine 
doctor who was eager to test an 
idea. Dr. Rene Favdoro, a young 
surgeon who had left his rural 
practice to learn chest surgery, 
' offered Pottenger a hean bypass 


vein from his patient’s leg, and to 
graft a short loop onto the afflicted 
coronary artery. The graft would' 
give die blood a detour around the 
obstruction, leaving the blockage 
in a dry bed where it would do no 
harm. 

“This was a new deal,” recalls 
Helen Pottenger, the patient’s 
wife. “He said my husband had 
only about three months to live if 
something were not done and 


about a 50-50 chance (of living 
longer) if we tried this. 

“It was much better than the . 
three-month suggestion, so we 
tried it." 

Thanks to Favaloro, heart 
bypass surgery was about to 
b^mc a practical, commonplace 
operadon. 

Pottenger survived the opera- 
tion and his heart disease. 

' although he needed two more 
bypass operations to repair ether 
arteries. He died two years ago at 
age 79, the victim of cancer that 
doaors said mi^t have been trig- 
gered by the asbestos he inhaled 
while installing insulation as a 
teen-ager. 

Fiercely patriotic, Favaloro 
returned to his nadve Argadna in 
1971 CO establish a heart insdeute, 
where he has mined hundreds of 
ytxsi(,'3xtars in the latest matments. 

“He’s a guy who has enough 
energy to light up all of 
Argentina," says Dr. Delos 
Cosgrove, a thorodc surgeon at the 
Cleveland Clinic. “He was a 
national hero upon his return. 
You'd go down the street, and peo- 
ple would wave to him.” 

After his first series of opera- 
tions, Favaloro says now, it 
became clear that bypass surgery 
' would rcvoludonizc the treatment 
of coronary oncry disease. .. 

Patients felt their chest pains 
subside; many returned to work 
and lived many years longer than 
once seemed possible.’ “After die 
first 20 or 30 cases,” he says from 


his office in Buenos Aires, “I didn’t 
have any doubt in my mind.” 

Fai^oro didn't poform the Cm 
bypass, although he Is widdy oedh- 
cd with popukuizing the procedure 
by performing many in succesaon, 
publishing his results and teaching 
others the ncccssaiy techniques. 

Accor^g to most accounts, the 
first bypass M-as performed in 1962 
by Dr, David Sabtston at Johns 
Hopl^ KospitnL It’s a disti^on 
heisreadytoaccept • -. 

“I had the idea,” says.Sabtston, 
professor of surgery at Duke 
University. “I took a vein from the 
leg, put it on the aorta and it 
worked for several days. It worked 
very well." 

But the padent had a stroke and 
a di^ a feiv days later, apparently 
from a new clot that formed near 
the graft. “That’s why I didn’t do It 
again until it had been done, by 
others," Sabiston says. 

With mixed modesty and brava- 
do, Favaloro credits many fore- 
bears with making his work possi- . 
blc. First is Alexis Corrcl. a French 
surgeon who won a Nobd Pioc in 
1912 for developing methods for 
suturing blood vessels 

Corrcl performed a bypass on a 
dog in 1910. The operation took 
about five minutes, but the dog’s 
hcon reacted poorly to rough hm- 
dling The heart began fluttering 
abnormally before the operation 
was over, and the dog died. Still, 
the surgeon had quietly laid a foun- 
dation for others to build upon.

harder to treat with angioplasty or 
bypass surgery. But that's not too 
much of an issue, he said. 

“If a man or woman comes in 
with the same kind of heart prob- 
lems, and there's multiple block- 
age and they need bypass surgery, 
the surgeon is not going to say Tm 
nor going to treat this woman 
b^usc has small arteries,’ ” 
he said.

wliilc she was in a dermatologist’s 
office, but she didn’t know at the 
time she was having a coronary. 

She had begun to feel nauseous 
while sitting in the waiting room, 
,and when the doctor examined 
her, he recommended she cither 
go to the hospital or to her own 
physician — which she did. After 
24 hours had passed, she experi- 
enced some chest pain. 

Tests showed she had suffered a 
heart attack -r- which came as a 
surprise to her. 

She had angioplasty for the 
artery that was pving her trouble, 
and ^cn 48 hours after returning 
home from the hospital she 
became very ill. Blood dots in her 
lungs were the problem, and she 
was back in the hospital for two 
weeks. 


Silver has been on blood-thin- 
ning medication ever snee. 

In May, she saw her doctor 
about a pain in her left elbow, 
which proved to be a second heart 
attack. This time she had a triple 
bypass, along with removal of an 
aneurysm (a bulging of the wall of 
a blood vc^) from the top of her 
heart. 

Silver said she’s getting along 
pretty well now, ticking more 
than a mile a day for exerdse, and 
trying to smy away from fatty 
fo^. 

She said she avoids stress, and 
doesn’t worry about het; heart

Three main arteries feed the 
heart, and if one has already been 
blocked off or one of its branches 
is occluded, there’s a second heart 
attack. 

A repeat coronary means that 
the initial area has been blocked 
off again, Harris said, extending 
the same area. But in most cases, a 
new artery is blocked, which 
means ano^cr area of the heart 
has been affcaed. Hint’s evidence 
of a broader problem, he said. 

“And so if a person comes in 
ivith a second heart attack, a red 
flag comes up in my mind, saying 
'this guy's probably got diffuse 
coronary artery disease — maybe 
across all of his coronoo’ arteries,’ 
"Harris said. 

To determine how much block- 
age there is, a cardiac cathcriza- 
tion might be done In this proce- 


dure, a catheter is generally insert- 
ed in the groin area up through 
one of the arteries in the leg. E^e 
is shot through the catheter and, 
by using radiolo^c vision, it’s pos- 
sible to see the oneiy filling up. 

At some point, it stop filling, 
and that’s where the artery was 
blocked — maybe triggering the 
hean attack. 

Harris said doctors prefer to 
treat coronary ancry dl^asc vrith 
drugs to help dilate the oncrics, so 
that more blood can get throu^. 
But if the risk is too great of repeat 
harm, some kind of “intervendon- 
al cardiology'' may be necessary. 

That could mean an angioplasty, 
or maybe bypass surgery. 

The consequences of repeat 
heart attacks arc serious, 
Mogclson said. 

“But, basically you approach it 
in tlie same ivay." 
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Spring-like stents show promise 
of keeping trouble prone arteries

TWIN FALLS — The stent could 
be technology’s answer to the need 
for something to keep troublesome 
coronary arteries open. 

Twin Falls cardiologist Dr. 
Stanley Mogelson .likens stents to 
,-the Utdc Chinese handcuffs with 
' which children used to trap their 
fingers. Only 3 or 4 millimeters 
long, they’re made of tubular 


stainless- steel mesh. 

Mogclson said the stent is put 
on the end of a catheter, and posi- 
tioned in a blocked blood vessel 
that has been opened with a bal- 
loon. The stent is like a spring 
that opens up, and once it’s open, 
it can’t close again. 

Dr. Reed Harris, another Twin 
Falls cardiologist, said stents are 
deployed in arteries that don’t 
stay open after a balloon angio- 


plasty. In a case where an ancry 
splits or wants to dose back doH-n 
— or looks as if will over the next 
several weeks or months — a 
stent is placed across the area 
that has been ballooned open. 

• “And then the artery will grow 
in and around that stent, and the 
stent will actually become pan of 
ihe ancry wall," he said. “And 
the stent has less rc-stenosis rate 
than if you just left it alone." 


Abortion debate rages over issue of ferns, feeling

Prick a premature infant at 25 
weeks' gemtion — bom 13 weeks 
pramamre — and he Qinches, twists 
his face, loiots his brow and aies. 
The child seems distressed. But is it 
a basic reflex that distorts the face 
arul triggors the wail, or has the pro- 
mature infant’s brain developed suf- 
fidemiy to sense pain? 

The question of whether a fetus 
can feel pain during its abonion 
has come to the forefront during 
recent debate over a bill, vetoed by 
President Clinton in April, to bon a 
form of latc-tcrm abortion. The 
House last week overrode the veto 
and the Senate is to take up the 
matter this i<rock, although an over- 
ride there is not expected. In the 
relatively rare procedure, general- 
ly pcrfoimcd in the third trimester, 
the fetus is partially delivered 
through the birth canal before 
being lolled. 

Sdcniists outside the political 
debate admit that they do not knoiv 
^vhcthv a ktus feels pain. But there 
is disagreement among researchers, 
vdio are stiU trying to figure out the 
actual stages of brain development 

“While there is reflex activity as 
early as the third month of preg- 
nancy, there is no data that there is 
pain perception until the late sec- 
ond trimester, around the 25th 
week,” said Dr. Mark L Evans, pro- 
fessor and vice chair of obstetrics 
and gynecology at Wayne State 
University in Detroit. “Pain is a 
hi^er order brain function.” 

The normal gestation is around 
266 days, or 38 weeks. A fetus can 
survive outside the womb at 24 
week& By 20 weeks, researchers 
say, sensory nerve endings have 
been laid down throughout the 
skin, but it takes at least another 
numth or more before the circuits 
link up to the still-developing brain 
cortex and the areas that regulate 
pain sensation. Even well into the 
third trimester, the fetal brain is 
still dividing and laying doivn the 
neuronal networks needed to moke 
these connections, researchers say. 

Those developing neural net- 
works, suggested Dr. Edmund F. 
Lajamma, a professor of pediatrics 
and ncurobiology at University 
Medical Center at Stony Brook in 


New York, enable even the 
youngest preemies to respond to 
light, dark and painful stimuli such 
as a needle sticlc 
“Qcarly, these babies respond to 
their environment,” he ^d. 

But even thou^ scientists stiU 
don’t laiow what the fetus or pre- 
mature infant feels, surgeons oper- 
ating on a developing fetus use 
enough anesthetic -> just in case. 

"The feeling is that if a 24-week- 
old preemie can respond to pain out- 
side of the womb, then wc should 


treat the fetus Mde the womb in 
the some way," said Lijamma. 

Sdcmific evidence is accumulat- 
ing that the developing fetus, as 
early os 18 to 20 we^ gestation, 
responds to Its (sivironmcnt. 

Dr. Valeric Parisi, chairwomaa 
of obstetrics and gyncdology at 
Univeristy Medical Center at 
Stony Brook, said fetuses around 
20 weeks’ gestation respond to a 
needle entering the womb by try- 
ing to grab for it, even thou^ 
they don’t yet see.

U.S.-based drug companies have 
been slower to dn-dop fibrin sealant 
products and are oily now seeking 
approval for the products from the 
US Food and Drug Administration. 

Because the sealant is made 
from blood products, fears of inad- 
vertent transmission of blood-bom

WASHINGTON (AP) — Being 
active in sports may make a 
kid a winner in the fight 
against heart disease, a study 
finds. 

Young people who engage in 
bursts of intense activity have 
lower levels of LDL cholesterol, 
the type that can lead to artery- 
clogging deposits in adults, 
according to the report 

Just leading a physically 
active life doesn't seem to make 
a difference on LDL, the study . 
said. 

“The results indicate there is 
some threshold that confers 
more benefit,” said Dr. Suzanne 
B. Craig of New England 
Medical Center in Boston, the 
study’s lead author. 

The report in the journal 
Pediatrics looked at 49 8-to-ll- 
year-olds. All were girls, but 
similar findings could be 
expected in boys, said a col- 
league, Dr. William K. Dietz, 
also'of New England Medical 
Center. 

The researchers checked the 
girls’ activity levels by measur- 
ing their metabolic rates — how 
much energy the ^rls burned. 
They also had the girls com- 
plete records of the time they 
spent in more intense activities 
such as competitive sports over 
a year. 

Just being physically active 
did not indicate whether the 
^rls had lower levels of LDL, 
the researchers found. But 
intensity did. 

“The more intense exercise 
the girls participated in, the 
lower their LDL score,” Dietz 
said. Exercise ranged from vol- 
Icyball and gymnastics at the 
lower end of the intensity scale 
to soccer at the high end, Craig 
said. 

Scientists know that LDL 
can lead in children to streaks 
in the arteries of fatty material 
— the same material that leads 
to clogged arteries in adults. 
So, while the experts can’t reli- 
ably predict which children 
will grow up la have heart dis- 
, case, they think it's wise to 
head off the potential for trou- 
ble. 

And the research indicates 
that simply living an active life, 
doing such things as taking easy 
~ walks, may not be enough to 
head off ah LDL problem, Dietz 
said.

Also, factors other than cho- 
lesterol and its LDL component 
influence risk of heart disease 
in adults. And regular exercise 
at Icss-than-intcnse levels docs 
have a big role here. It can 
fight obesity, which is a risk 
factor. 

However, young people tend 
to be mope active than adults 
anyway, so they should be 
encouraged to benefit from 
higher activity levels, said 
Michael Pratt, acting chief of 
physical activity and health at 
the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention.

For joggers, treadmill users, 
in-line skaters and anyone else 
who wants to replace real-world 
sounds with those of Vivaldi, 

' Van Morrison or Vandross, 
headphones have become com- 
monplace- 

But connected even to rela- 
tively low-power equipment, 
such as portable cassette and 
compact-disc players, head- 
phones can transmit enough 
sound energy to damage a per- 
son’s hearing permanently. 

The issue b especially impor- 
tant for those who like tnetr 
heavy metal heavy or who w-ear 
headphones for more than just a 
few hours a day. 

That doesn’t mean people 
should avoid uring headphones, 
hearing experts say. But they do 
recommend that headphone 
^vearers use caution. They also 
say parents should discuss safe 
headphone use with their chil- 
dren. 

Hearing experts disagree on 
the extent to which headphone 
users arc hurting their hearing. 

“Unfortunately, we don’t 
have any documentation on 
exactly how much hearing loss 
comes from headphones. We 
just know there b no regulation 
on the. loudness level, " said 
Jeanne N. Farrell, an audiolo- 
gbt at St. Frands Hospital and 
Medical Center in Hartford, 
Conn. 

Fewer than 10 percent of 
headphone users arc at rbk of 
hearing loss, estimates Elliott 
H. Berger, senior scientist in 
auditory research at Aearo Co. 
The Boston-based company is 
one of the world’s largest mak- 
ers of safety products, includ- 
ing hearing-protection 
devices. 

“There’s a small percentage 


(of people who) will play them 
at high enough leveb and wear 
them for long enough periods of 
time that it will affect their 
hearing,” he said. 

Taking a much dimmer view 
b Raymond H. HulL professor 
of communicative disorders 
and sdenccs at Wichita State 
Universiv ia Kansas. 

He estimates as many as half 
of headphone users are rbldng 
hearing damage. Hull, a neuro- 
physiologist and audiologist 
and author of six books on 
bearing, bases hb estimate on 
various research studies, 
including one he conducted in 
Colorado in 1993. 

The dilemma for headphone 
users is that it’s not easy for 
them to tell if tbcyTc damaging 
tbmr bearing. 

Temporary or permanent ' 
hearing loss can be caused by 
wunds below lm*eb most people 
would consider painful or, in 
some cases, even uncomfort- 
able. And the mtensity of sound 
Fcqmred to damage one's hear- 
ing depends on individual sensi- 
tivity. Another problem b that 


gradual hearing loss — usually 
characterized by dips at certain 
frequencies — often goes unno- 
ticed until substantial damage b 
done. 

The effect of a sound on hear- 
ing ability depends on its mten- 
sity, duration and frequency of 
exposure. 

Just how loud noise damages 
hearing is not exactly under- 
stood. The generally accepted 
belief b that inner^or hair celb 
— which convert sound energy 
into nerve impulses that are 
sent to the brain — arc fatigued 
to the point that they can no 
longer be nourished. This 
occurs as the result of toxins 
that form as mechanical energy 
b converted to electrical ener- 
gy- 

Once the hair ccUs die, there 
b no way to repbcc them. 

In the workplace, the federal 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Adntinistration requires hearing 
protection to be worn by work- 
ers exposed to more than 85 
dedbeb for eight hours. To give 
you an idea what that means, 80 
decibeb b generated by a typi- 


cal alarm clock. 

Above 85 decibels, the per- 
mitted time exposure without 
hearing protection drops dra- 
matically. ' 

At 95 decibels, about the 
sound level of a lawn mower, 
workers are allowed four 
hours’ exposure. At 100 deci- 
bels, the level produced by a 
chain saw or pneumatic drill, 
the allowable exposure is three 
hours. 

Typical cassette and compaa- 
disc players are capable of pro- 
ducing sound levels of 110-124 
decibels, according to Hull’s 
research. Boom boxes, TV sets, 
stereo amplifiers and other 
plug-in equipment can be even 
louder. 

Some studies of portable cas- 
sette players found that test 
subjects used headphones at 
lcv(^ ranging from 65-112 tied- 
bcls. 

Hull’s test, in which he select- 
ed 50-headphonc users at ran- 
dom, found typical lo'cls of 90- 
100 dcdbcls. About 15 percent 
were Ibtcning at levels of 110- 
115 decibeb.

Cosmetic ingredients to dye for 


DEAR PAULA: I don’t know if 
you have ever discussed some of 
the following ingredients in 
many of the products I s^ but I 
would appredate your analysis 
regarding their safety. They are 
EDTA, Polysorbate 80, DEA and 
TEA, and Red dye and FD&C col- 
ors.

DEAR DIANE: All of the ingre- 
dients you listed have some 
issues in terms of their impact on - 
theskiiL 

Po^sorbate 80 is associated 
with an ingredient suspected of 
being a carcinogen. TEA stands 
for trietKanolamine and DEA for 
diethanolamine; these highly 
alkaline ingredients can slda 
irritants and, when found in com- 
bination with a formaldehyde- 
releasing preservative, arc sus- 
pected of creating nitrosamint^ 
a’ possible cardnogen. EDTA is 
on ingredient used to help keep 
the mineral concent of a product 
from combining and changing 
the appearance of the product, 
and it can be a skin irritant 

These ingredients, when pre- 
sent in low concentrations, arc 
not a problem for most skin 
types. 

In regard to the dyes, coal tar 
coloring agents have a long and 
compliat^ history, but those in 
use today are considered safe. 

The bottom line, after lengthy 
discussions with cosmetic 
chemists from all backgrounds 
and philosophies, is that you run 
a greater ri^ from a day without 
sunscreen or from experiencing 
second-hand cigarette smoke 
than from any of these ingredi- 
ents, particularly the coloring 
agents.

DEAR PAULA: I’ve written 
you before about a terrible rash I 
experienced after using a 10 per- 
cent benzoyl peroxide toner I 
received from my fadalist.

From what Fvo read in 
your book, it seems as if you 
tMnk benzoyl peroxide is irritat- 
ing to the sl^ Do you think ben- 
zoyl peroride is good for acnc at 
all? If so, an you recommend 
good products with a 2.5 percent 
or 5 percent concentration that 
are not in the form of a gel (I 
don’t like how it feels greasy on 
the skin). Thanks in advance.

DEAR JOANNE: Ten percent 
benzoyl peroxide is strong stuff 
and considered an option only for 
strong skin types, and only if ZS 


percent or S p er ce nt benzoyl pa- 
oxide doesn’t work. Rashes like 
you describe are more an irrita- 
tion reaction than an allergic 
reaction. Reactions to products 
you've used all your life can 
occur at any time. Skin is very 
fickle, and different areas don’t 
always respond the same way. 

Using a lower percentage of 
benzoyl peroxide is your best 
option instead of just reducing 
the frequency of appUation of 
the stronger stuff. When you 
have the kind of reaction you 
described, it doesn't much 
to trigger it again. 

In essence what you arc look- 
ing for is a disinfeoant that wiD 
kill the bacteria in your pores 
that ;irc ausing the blemishes. 
Benzoyl peroxide is irritating, but 
it can al^ be effective in killing 
acne bacteria. 

If you want to try a good 2S 
percent or S percent bci^I per- 
oxide product, consider dying 
Oxy 10 Sensitive Vanishing Acne 
Mt^ation ($4.98 for 1 ounces, 
contains 2S pereent bcomyl per- 
oxide); Clean Sc Clear Dr.

“It’s 
more of a shifting motion with, 
the fingertips, Fm not using the 
rough part of my. hand. It’s a 
very light motion with my fin- 
gertips. A lot of people, even 
chiropractic patients, say, I 
ireuld never want my baby put 
through that.’ But these are 
very gentle moves.

lation of infants," says 
Fernando Mendoza, acting chief 
of general pediatrics for Ludlc 
Packard Children’s Hospital at 
Stanford. “Those processes, if 
done incorrectly, can lead to 
significant neurological prob- 
lems with a baby.

Mike Donlo, a spokesman for the 
People's Medici Society, a con- 
sumer health advocacy group in 
AiUemown.Pa. 

Maybe three patients need five 
extra minutes each and “maybe 
one day, Fll need those five extra 
minutes,” he said. An occasional 
emergency is even tolerable. 

But patients shouldn't routinely 
have to wait, he said. In fact, the 


most they should wait is about 15 
or 20 minutes. After that, they 
should raise hell. 

Tell the doctor straight out. _ 
“You're a lousy business person,” : 
Donio said. 

“Can you imagine what would • 
happen at a restaurant if you 
showed up for a reservation at 730 
and there's a two-hour backlog?” he 
says. “You'd never go there again.” 

Most people will understand if 
the receptionist explains what’s 
going on. 

“The decision is not being forced 
upon them,” Donio said. 

Donio suggests calling an hour 
before your appointment to if the 
doctor is on schedule or behind. 
“Thai’s always a good thing to do."
